‘Promising’ 

Development planned for Oakwood

Proposed development for 
the Oakwood Industrial Park in 
Romulus is a symbol of hope 
for park developers. 

City officials recently 
approved two site plans addi- 
tional tenants. 

The park, which was con- 
structed in 1986, houses two 
tenants: International Paint 
Stripping and Aztec Corp. Oak- 
wood is situated within a larger 
industrial area near 1-275 and 
Wahrman Road, 

The plan approved by council 
members was for construction 
of two buildings by the Wood- 
bridge Corporation. 

According to Doug Smith, 
vice president of human re- 
sources for Woodbridge, the 
development would create 265 
new jobs within two years. 

The first building would be a 
molded foam plant and would 
occupy 100,006 square feet. The 


molded foam would be mainly 
utilized by automotive com- 
panies for components such as 
car seats. 

The other building, 80,000 
square feet, would be devoted 
to two products: head rests and 
sound insulation panels for 
cars. Representatives from 
Woodbridge will address the 
Romulus City Council Dec, 5 
during a public hearing sche- 
duled before the regular coun- 
cil meeting. The hearing was 
scheduled because of a re- 
quested nine-year tax abate- 
ment for the proposed facili- 
ties. 

If approved, Woodbridge 
officials plan occupancy of 
both buildings by June, 1989 
with production beginning in 
August, The project, including 
the purchase of land within the 
park, represents a $14- mi 11 ion 
investment for Woodbridge, 
Smith said. 

SmLh said he does not fore- 
see problems with the proposed 


development or tax abate- 
ment. 

The idea of new develop- 
ment, especially one as large 
as the proposed Woodbridge 
facilities, has been well- 
received within Romulus. 

Joe Cojanowski, one of the 
developers for Oakwood, said 
he is pleased with the proposal. 
"We're glad to see them. It 
would mean a major growth for 
the park/' 

Cojanowski said he sees the 
proposal as a good sign for de- 
velopment of the park. Be- 
cause of Woodbridge and 
several other parties who have 
expressed interest in Oakwood, 
he expects to see the park filled 
within the next 10 years. 

Dennis Oakes, director of 
community development for 
Romulus, agrees with the 
potential for the growth of Oak- 
wood in general, “On the 
whole, I think it's a good de- 
velopment, " he said. 
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Contract OK’d 
for dump site

Romulus officials have 
agreed on a solution for their 
dumping woes* 

Romulus council members 
voted unanimously to approve 
a contract for a new city dump 
site. Effective immediately, 
residential and municipal 
waste from Romulus will be 
dumped at a landfill in River- 
view. The contract will be 
effective through 1993. 

When Councilman Ellis Pen- 
nington made a motion to 
approve the contract for im- 
mediate use, he said the city is 
facing an emergency situation. 
The approval should be based 
on the "safety and welfare of 
Romulus citizens," Penning- 
ton said. 

Up to now, Romulus has been 
flumping wastes at Wayne Dis- 
posal in Van Buren Township. 
City officials were concerned 


by increased dumping fees 
there. Fees at Wayne Disposal 
are expected to climb from $5 
to $8 per cubic yard of com- 
pacted household /municipal 
refuse. The $5 fee represented 
an increase from $3.60 per 
cubic yard in January. 

Furthermore, Wayne Dis- 
posal officials had announced 
they would not accept house- 
hold and muncipal wastes after 
the city contract with them ex- 
pired at the end of December. 

Fees at Riverview are $4.50 
per cubic yard of city waste, $1 
less than the commercial rate 
for the landfill. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally, 
who submitted the contract to 
council members, said she also 
plans to invite bids for a con- 
tractor to haul household waste 
for the city and plans to recom- 
mend the lowest bidder. The 
current sanitation contractor 
for Romulus is Canejo Truck- 
ing Inc. 


Romulus man charged 

after shooting at house

A Romulus household was 
awakened Nov. 22 by the sound 
of gunshots and shattering 
glass as a bullet flew through 
their living room. 

According to Romulus Police 
Department officials, shots 
were fired into a home in the 
3500 block of Beverly at 8:30 
a.m. No one was injured. 

A 20-year-old Romulus man 
has been charged in the 
shooting. 

With the assistance of neigh- 
bors and a tracking dog, police 
were led to Ricky Jones, who 


was arrested the same day of 
the shooting incident. 

Jones was arraigned in 34th 
District Court in Romulus last 
Wednesday and was charged 
with felonious assault and 
possesion of a fire arm during 
commission of a felony. 

Jones pleaded not guilty, and 
his bond was set at $8,000. The 
suspect has remained in 
Wayne County Jail. He is sche- 
duled for a preliminary ex- 
amination today. 

Although the suspect admits 
he knows the residents of the 
house, a motive for the shoot- 
ing remains unclear, police 
officials said. 


Auditors predict reduced 
deficit for area schools

A sharp decrease in the 
budget deficit of Romulus 
Community Schools appears to 
be in sight. 

A deficit of $1,441,080 will be 
reduced to $150,956 by June, 
1989 according to a projected 
budget report for the Romulus 
school district. 

Most district officials agree 
any deficit reduction would be 
a direct result of the passage of 
two millage proposals earlier 
this month. The mill ages 
allowed funds, from a debt 
account to be transferred to the 
general fund. 

Before the passage of the 
millages, school officials 
feared the large budget deficit 
of the district would result in 
severe budget cuts. These cuts 
would reduce or eliminate 
numerous school programs* 

Officials such as Dr. William 
Bedell, superintendent of 
schools, have attributed the 
"rescue" of Romulus schools 
to citizens who have demons- 
trated their concern for the dis- 
trict by voting in favor of the 
millage proposals. 

The effects of the millages 
were made visible when the 
projected budgets were pre- 
sented to members of the 
Romulus Board of Education 
Monday. 

Auditors projected general 
fund budget figures for fiscal 
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year July 1, 1988 to June 30, 
1989, by using current figures 
as a guide. 

Auditors foresee district ex- 
penditures to be $24,446,497, 
while they predict revenues at 
$25,736,621. Those figures 
would alleviate the current de- 
ficit by $1,290,124, the auditors 
said. 

These figures are based on 
the school district budget as of 
Oct, 31, 1988. 

Joel Carr, assistant superin- 
tendent, said the projected de- 
ficit reduction was expected. 

"We're hoping we can lower 
it even more," he said* 

Now, Carr said, further 
budget reductions depend 
somewhat on luck. Factors 
such as weather, maintenance 
problems and retirements in 
the district are all uncontroll- 
able* he said, and may result in 
additional financial obligations 
for Romulus schools. 
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Budget battle 

County executive vows to veto plan

It appears that Wayne Coun- 
ty will be operating without a 
financial budget tomorrow' 

Wayne County Executive 
Edward McNamara said he 
will veto the county commis- 
sioners' version of the 1988-89 
budget when it reaches his 
desk. The commissioners 
approved their version of the 
county financial plan Nov. 22, 
by a vote of 9-6, 

An angry McNamara said 
Monday that the commission- 
ers' budget would leave the 
county will a $5.7 million deficit 
by the end of the fiscal year. His 
proposed budget was a ba- 
lanced one, he said. 

The current fiscal year for 
the county ends today, A new 
financial plan should be in 
place Dec, 1 T according to the 
county charter, 

McNamara presented his 
$254,3 million budget to com- 
missioners Oct. L It was then 
reviewed by members of the 
county Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, Members of the county 
Board of Commissioners did not 
see the committee version until 
Nov. 22, McNamara said. 

Commissioner Milt Mack (D- 
Wayne), who voted against th£ 
commission version of the 
budget, said he did not see the 
changes made by members of 
the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee until just before the Nov, 22 
county Board of Commission- 
ers meeting. 

Mack believes some com- 
missioners, however, did re- 
view the document before that 
date. 

Between 2:45 and approx- 
imately 5 p,m, Nov, 22, mem- 
bers of the commission made 
major changes to the commit- 
tee version of the budget and 
approved their own version in 
the 9-6 vote, Mack said, 

“The intent of the commis- 
sion (in approving the budget 
Nov. 22) was to stifle dissent/' 
Mack said. "I wanted to wait 
and vote on the budget Mon- 
day, after looking it over more 
closely/* 

Matfk attributed the lateness 


of the budget to the inefficiency 
of the commission office. 

“With the enormous budget 
we have, the inefficiencies con- 
tinue to increase/’ Mack said. 

Among the budget items 
added by the commissioners 
was an additional $310,000 for 
the Board of Commissioners 
fund. McNamara had already 
recommended a $120,000 in- 
crease in his budget, making 
the total budget increase for 
county commissioners $430,000 


-or 12.3 percent more than they 
received last year. 

McNamara said he would 
veto the approved budget. 
County commissioners would 
have 30 days to override McNa- 
mara’s veto. The override 
would require 10 supporting 
votes. 

It is not likely that the budget 
will be approved before the 
new- fiscal year begins tomor- 
row .

Romulus phone usage 
spurs increased rate

An increase in telephones in 
Romulus will probably result 
in a rate change for 10*600 area 
residents. 

Michigan Bell officials re- 
cently asked the Michigan Fub- 
lic Service Commission 
(MPSC) to reclassify the Romu- 
lus exchange to the next higher 
rate. The requested reclassi- 
fication was made because the 
number of area telephones has 
remained above the 320,000 
limit for one year, according to 
Charlene Mitchell, Michigan 
Bell spokeswoman. 

Mitchell said reclassification 
would mean residential cus- 
tomers would pay an additional 
51 cents per month for one- 
party flat rate service and 40 
cents more for two-party fiat 
rate service. 


Only residential customers 
using unlimited local calling 
services would be affected* 
Mitchell stressed. Customers 
with measured service, those 
who are given a monthly allo- 
wance of unbilled local calls* 
would not be affected* she said. 

Affected exchanges would be 
941* 942 and 946. Mitchell said 
approximately 10*600 residen- 
tial customers would be in- 
cluded in the increase. All 
affected customers will be noti- 
fied in advance of the rate 
change* 

Under MPSC regulations* 
rate group classifications are 
based on the number of main 
telephones in the local calling 
area* Mitchell said. When the 
number of telephones in a local 
calling area climbs above its 
rate group limits for a period of 
12 consecutive months* the ex- 
change is reclassified to the 
proper rate group.

Officials urge all users to be 
prepared to show proof of re- 
sidency before using the 
dumpster. No more than two

Large items* such as 
tires, tree limbs or trunks, 
sheds* boats and cars* are also 
forbidden. 

The dumpster is not for com- 
mercial waste or liquid waste 
products, such as chemicals or 
petoleum products. 

All those who use the dumps- 
ters arc warned that they enter 
the area at their own risk.

Seniors gain help 
through area program 


Sumpter Township residents 
are receiving an ample return 
on their contribution to the 
Romulus Help Center, accord- 
ing to Township Clerk Joan 
Oddy. 

Oddy* who also serves as 
president of the RHC board of 
directors, said the center has 
provided 1,344 hours of labor, 
or an equivalent of $21,210 in 
services to township residents 
from Oct* l t 1987, through Oct. 
1, 1988. 

Sumpter Township contri- 
buted $4,000 in Community 
Block Grant Funds to the cen- 
ter and federal funds povided 
$13,437, according to Oddy. 

RHC workers provided $9,998 
worth of services to 37 homes 
through the minor home repair 
program, $4,127 in chore ser- 
vices in 42 homes; $4,126 in 
homemaker services to 13 
households, and $1,379 in per- 


sonal care services to five 
households, 

“The help that has been pro- 
vided has been a great help to 
many senior citizens* For ex- 
ample, a wheelchair ramp was 
built for one resident by RHC 
workers/’ Oddy said. “In 
another instance, a woman 
who had no hot water in her 
home for two years had a water 
heater and sink installed by 
RHC workers,” 

Oddy said there have been 
many other individuals who 
have been helped by the center 
during the past few years. She 
emphasized the need for the 
township to contribute addi- 
tional funds to support the 
program. 

“It is imparative that addi- 
tional money be contributed 
from the township. The need 
for services for Sumpter 
seniors is far greater than 
funds available,” Oddy said.

But they'll do it without even 
leaving the school, 

A cast of 15 student actors 
and actresses from Belleville 
Productions will perform Mr.

The play is about Roger 
Hobbs, played by junior Billy 
Kosidlo* who rents a dilapi- 
dated cottage with his family, 
according to Karen Hunchber- 
ger, director of BHS Produc- 
tions. Everything is fine for Ro- 
ger Hobbs, until the wife, Peg- 
gy, played by senior Amy 
Lunde, offers odd jobs to fami- 
ly members. 

The play, shown in three 
acts, will feature a total pro- 
duction team of 35 students. 
Nearly 25 staff members are 
also planning to help, Hun- 
chberger said. 

"This is our first play for the 
school year. We have spent ab- 
out eight weeks on the produc- 
tion for rehearsals. It’s taken 
about 10 total weeks for the stu- 
dents to get ready/' she said, l 
feel all the students are ready 
for it. They seem well pre- 
pared/ 1 she said. 

Kosidlo said he is ready for 
the performance. He said the 
character is easy for him to 
play because they are a little 
alike. 

"Mr. Hobbs is a nice fellow. 
He enjoys relaxing, although 
he's not really allowed to/' he 
said. "I'm like him a lot and he 
has a lot in common with me. 
He's testy and can deal with 
things welL” 

Kosidlo auditioned for the 
role in October and won the 
part. Rehearsals began shortly 
afterward. 

Kosidlo, however, is not new 
to the footlights. During his 


eighth-grade year at South 
Middle School, in Belleville, he 
played the part of undertaker 
Mr, Sowerberry in Oliver. In 
ninth-grade, he portrayed Mr, 
Depinna in You Can't Take It 
With You, a purser in Anything 
Goes and Roger in Grease . 

"When I go to the stage, I'm 
totally the character, I just 
think about that Sometimes 
it's hard to do, but I just keep an 
open mind and think about 
what I'm doing/ 1 he said. 

After high school, Kosidlo 
said he would like to act in col- 
lege productions, but he is 
more interested in a career in 
broadcasting and communica- 
tions. 

Playing Peggy Hobbs is a 
new challenge for Lunde. 

"My character is the mother 
in the family and she is hyper 
and always trying to organize 
everything. She's always giv- 
ing out the jobs and won't let 


her husband relax/' Lunde 
said. "She’s supposed to be 40- 
years-old, but she tries to be 
sophisticated and youthful." 

Playing the older person in a 
performance is quite different 
from Lunde's previous roles. 

"I'm usually an airhead in 
plays. No resemblance to real 
life, of course," she said. 

Past performances for her 
were Ten Little Indians, during 
her freshman year, and You 
Can t Take It With You, during 
her sophomore year. 

"You have to get up there 
and concentrate totally on who 
you are playing.

Student store stocks learning

Students at South Middle 
School in Belleville don't have 
to battle holiday crowds at the 
malls this season, because they 
have their own store right in 
the building.

The students operate the 
store before classes - from 8 : 15 
to 8:40 a, m. - and during lunch 
periods. 

The students work just as 
salespeople in other stores, 
King said. 

Approximately 12 students 
were hired to work in the store. 
The students had to fill out ap- 
plications and exhibit some 
math skills before they were 
hired. King said, 

"It's a very good experience 
for these kids to work in the 
store. They get to order sup- 
plies for the store and do the 
inventory/' she said, "It's like 
running a real business. They 
learn how to use the calculator 


and add the prices. 

"To work in the store, they 
feel very important. They 
learn skills that are needed for 
when they go into a regular job. 
By doing this, they see they can 
do anything that anyone else 
can do," 

Money made from sales is 
put back into the store for addi- 
tional stock or is donated to 
worthwhile causes. Half the 
money collected from sales in 
November, for example, was 
used to buy 24-pound turkeys 
for several needy families in 
the area.

Haggerty students

The pupils also developed a 
special set of rules for the 
cafeteria which bans the pop- 
ping of bags and calls for “good 
table manners at all times/' in 
addition to some of the general 
rules. 

Students also wrote a pledge, 
and as each pupil memorizes 


it and recites it to the principal, 
he or she receives a card with 
the student pledge printed on it. 

The students pledge to '* have 
faith in myself" and promises 
“I will succeed and most of all I 
will reach my goals I promise 
to take the responsibility to do 
my duties, to have self-respect 
and self control, 1 can learn 
and I will learn." 

According to Chizmar, an

State lawmakers eye 
longer terms of office

With election day behind 
them, some state lawmakers 
would like to participate in the 
day less often. 

State Rep, Gerald Law (R 
Plymouth) has proposed leng- 
thening the terms for state law- 
makers, Currently, state rep- 
resentatives serve two years. 
Law is proposing that they 
serve four years. 

"With the more aggressive 
elections, costs are increas- 
ing, 11 Law said. **In some 
races, we are seeing $50,000 to 
$60,000 being spent, and I think 
it’s not far off we will see in up- 
wards of a $100,000 for a state 
election/’ 

Law also believes that two- 
year terms are not efficient. 
However, he has no plans to in- 
trod uce a bill that would 
change the term length for 
state lawmakers. 

"It takes a great amount of 
time to campaign, 11 he said. 
"The problem we are running 
into is that campaigning at the 
state level takes almost a year. 
We are paralyzed from July to 
November because of the cam- 
paign. 

"It also makes it difficult to 
decide on controversial issues, 
because no one wants to give 
their opponent any more topics 
to debate. And one year doesn’t 
give you a lot of time to deal 
with serious issues." 

Campaigns are becoming 
more expensive due to in- 
creased postage and advertis- 
ing rates, Law said. 

Nevertheless, state Rep. 
James Kosteva (D-Canton 
Township) isn't hitp longer 


terms are the answers to state 
problems 

"To extend the terms won't 
decrease the cost. It will just 
spread out the time you have to 
raise the money,” Kosteva 
said "I have mixed emotions 
on going to a four-year term. 

"1 don't like to have to spend 
money every other year, and 
the costs are considerably 
going up. J ust the mailing rates 
alone have increased the over- 
all cost," he continued. "But I 
think our system of accounta- 
bility of two years is a good 
one." 

State Rep. Lynn Owen <D- 
Maybee), however, thinks vo- 
ters would support longer 
terms. 

"My constituents think it is a 
super idea. From the input I 
have heard, I think people 
would support four-year 
terms," Owen said. "Two-year 
terms take away your effec- 
tiveness, because you are al- 
ways out campaigning. 

"A four-year term would be 
sensible, reasonable and cost- 
saving," he continued. 

The state legislative year be- 
gins the second Wednesday in 
January and ends in early De- 
cember for the Christmas 
holiday. 

Regular sessions of the state 
House of Representative begin 
at 2 p.m. Tuesday and Wednes- 
days, 10 a. m. Thursday and, if 
necessary, at 5 p.m. Mondays 
and 10 a.m. Fridays. 

Members of the state Senate* 
who serve four-year terms, 
meet at 10 a.m. Tuesdays, 
Wednesdays and Thursdays 
and, if needed, Mondays and 
Fridays. 


Anti-drunk-driving campaign launched locally 


2 members leave hospitals

Every 22 minutes, someone 
in the U.S, is killed by a drunk 
driver. 

On Nov. 13, at 2 :30 a.m., Phil- 
lip Gregor, of Canton 
Township, narrowly avoided 
becoming a part of this sta- 
tistic, 

Gregor was driving east- 
bound on Palmer Road, on his 
way home from a card game at 
a friend’s house. He was turn- 
ing north on Sheldon Road, 
when his car was hit. 

"I don’t really know what 
happened to the other driver," 
Gregor said, from his hospital 
bed at St. Mary’s Hospital, in 
Livonia. "I really couldn’t say 
whether he was drunk or not." 

What Gregor couldn’t say, 
the police said for him. 

The driver who hit Gregor’s 
car was charged by the Canton 
Police Department with oper- 
ating a motor vehicle while 
under the influence of liquor. 

The suspect declined to take 
a breath test, according to a 
police report. He will lose his 
license for six months, regard- 
less of the outcome of any in- 
vestigation. 

Gregor’s aunt, who wished to 
remain anonymous, said, “My 
nephew was an innocent bys- 


tander. Then, boom,’ at 2:30 in 
the morning, he gets wiped out. 
He wants to get the message 
out that the holidays are com- 
ing up. People could get 
killed." 

"I was in a lot of pain," Gre- 
gor said, referring to the first 
few moments after his colli- 
sion. "My car had obviously 
been totalled. There was so 
much commotion going on. I 
hurt so bad. The only thing I 
could concentrate on was the 
pain." 

Gregor is recuperating from 
a fractured kidney, and a full 
recovery is expected. 

"Increasingly around holi- 
day time, people have a tenden- 
cy to drink and drive," Canton 
Township public information 
officer Dave Boljesic said. 
"There won t be any breaks for 
people caught drinking and 
driving." 

Boljesic suggested that par- 
tygoers bring along a desig- 
nated driver to help make the 
holidays safer. 

"Our intent isn’t to keep peo- 
ple from going out and having a 
good time/ 1 he said. "It’s to 
prevent people from drinking 
and driving,” 

In 1987, in Wayne County, 
Michigan State Police officials 
tallied 7,051 alcohol-related 


traffic incidents. Of those, 95 
were fatal, 3,221 resulted in in- 
jury, and 3,735 resulted in prop- 
erty damage. 

Although results are not yet 
tabulated for 1988, Lt. Dan 
Smith, a spokesperson for the 
State Police, said the overall 
accident rate is increasing. 

Smith believes recently 
enacted speed limit increases 
are the main reason for the in- 
crease in the number of acci- 
dents. 

In an effort to curb the poten- 
tially deadly combination of 
drinking and driving, mem- 
bers of the Wayne County 
Mothers Against Drunk Driv- 
ers, also known as MADD, 
kicked off an awareness cam- 
paign Monday called "Tie One 
On " 

Car owners and law- 
enforcement agencies through- 
out the state will participate in 
the program by tying a red rib- 
bon on the left door handle or 
left rearview mirror of their 
automobiles. 

The ribbon, according to San- 
di Wolf, administrator of the 
Wayne County MADD, will re- 
mind people to drive carefully 
and, above all, to not drink and 
drive. 

"No drunk driving, that’s the

"They seem to be favoring 
it," said Hunter, referring to 
community support. "We’re 
hoping to get it all concluded 
just before or j ust after the first 
of the year." 

Currently, each of the five 
NTC communities contribute 
funding to support the local bus 
system. However, Hunter said, 
the funding is not enough. 

If the authority were formed, 
he continued, a direct tax of the 
residents of the five communi- 
ties would be levied, and 
adequate local funding would 
be ensured. 

However, state and federal 
funding would still be neces- 
sary, Hunter said. Thus, NTC 
would continue to be affiliated 
with the regional mass-transit 
system. 

After a workable plan has 
been approved, NTC officials 
must present the plan to state 
lawmakers for their approval. 

Hunter is not worried about 
the future of NTC, because, in a 
regional transportation plan 
developed by the Southeast 
Michigan Council of Govern- 
ments, otherwise known as 
SEMCOG, “there is going to be 
an awful lot of small busing,” 

A needs-and - finance- 
assessment report released by 
SEMCOG in February 1987 
Stated that “transit needs of 


the region’s elderly and hand- 
icapped are given strong con 
sideration in the needs study. 
All of the transit system 
alternatives would result in 
significant increases in small 
bus services." 

The SEMCOG analysis 
strongly affirms the potential 
for developing a workable pub- 
lic transit system in southeast 
Michigan, It also confirms that 
a strong market exists for tran- 
sit among all sectors of the 
population but that the existing 
transit system (SEMTA) does 
not adequately serve those 
markets. 

Legislative efforts currently 
under way will replace SEMTA 
with a new governing body in 
charge of transit planning for 
Wayne, Oakland and Macomb 
counties. 

The new panel, called the Re- 
gional Transportation Coordi- 
nating Council, will be com- 
posed of Detroit Mayor Cole- 
man Young, Oakland County 


Executive Daniel Milrphy, 
Wayne County Executive Ed 
McNamara and Macomb 
County Commission Chairman 
Mark Steen bergh. 

In order to meet the mini- 
mum public transportation 
needs of the region, SEMCOG 
officials estimate an expendi- 
ture of at least $87 million in 
local monies, 53 percent more 
than the $57 million spent in 
1986. 

Robert Smith, president of 
the Livingston County In- 
termediate School District, 
was also chairman of SEMCOG 
when the needs assessment 
was released. Smith advocates 
a regionwide sales-tax in- 
crease of 1/2 cent to fund the 
local costs of an improved bus 
service, 

“If we want a transportation 
system that works effectively 
for all citizens, we must reach 
down into our collective pock* 
ets to pay for it," Smith said. 
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goal of the awareness cam- 
paign.” Wolf said. 

Although no new drunk driv- 
ing laws have been enacted at 
the state level since 1982, there 
is a new federal law, recently 
signed by President Reagan, 
that will provide harsh penal- 
ties for peeople charged with 
drunk driving. Wolf said. 

Called the Omnibus Drug 
Act, the new legislation will: 

• Provide for automatic 
license revocation if charged 
with OUIL, operating under in- 
fluence of liquor; 

• Provide for offender- 
funded DWI, driving while in- 
toxicated, programs: 

• Outlaw nationally open con- 
tainers in an automobile which 
carry alcoholic beverages; 

• Make blood test mandatory 
in cases of death or serious in- 
jury; and 

• Allow license-plate con- 
fiscation for repeat DWI 
offenders ; 

Part II of the Omnibus Drug 
Act will reauthorize funding for 
the Victims of Crime Act, also 
known as VOCA. Part HI will 
make alcohol warning labels 
mandatory on alcoholic bever- 
age containers. 


City officials in Melvin- 
dale have adopted a resolu- 
tion to withdraw mem- 
bership from the Peoples 
Community Hospital Au- 
thority. 

The city is the second of 24 
PCHA member communi- 
ties to withdraw. Members 
of the Ypsilanti Township 
adopted a resolution to with- 
draw from the PCHA earlier 
this month. 


Officials in each member 
community received notice 
that they could remain in the 
authority or withdraw mem- 
bership after PCHA board 
members voted to restruc- 
ture the organization to a 
private, nonprofit corpora* 
tion. 

The reorganization will in- 
volve transferring the assets 
from the PCHA to the new 
agency, United Care, Inc.

Please, no encore 
to budget blues 

Wayne County commissioners should be singing the blues 
today - the budget blues - for the very inefficient manner in 
which the 1989 county budget was handled. 

This choral melody is a eerie song of days past, with 
political bickering, deliberate feet-dragging and political 
nonsense that is worthless to county residents. County offi- 
cials have been belaboring the $254.3 million budget to the 
extent that, today, Wayne County will, most likely, operate 
without a financial plan 

Wayne County Executive Edward McNamara introduced 
his 1989 budget - for the fiscal year which begins tomorrow 
and ends Nov. 30, 1989 - in early October. Under the county 
charter, county commissioners must have the new budget in 
place before Dec. 1, 

After McNamara's submission of the financial plan, mem* 
bers of the county Ways and Means Committee held the 
document hostage. They released their own version - with 
major changes to McNamara's original plan - to county 
commissioners Nov. 22, the same day the lawmakers were 
to vote on the plan. 

Clearly , the excessive amount of time it took for the budget 
to come out of committee indicates a weakness within the 
group itself. 

In a two-hour, “marathon session" Nov* 22, county com- 
missioners made their own changes to the financial plan and 
approved the budget, in a 9-6 vote. Now, McNamara has 
vowed to veto the revised budget. And with good reason. 

We cannot help but question the motives of the county 
commissioners in allocating a $310,000 increase in their own 
departmental account, after McNamara already proposed a 
$120,000 increase. Funding for the county commissioners' 
department in 1989 will be 12.3 percent more than last year. 

Is it only ironic that this department is the sole recipient of 
a tangible funding increase in aLl of Wayne County? 

County commissioners also should be questioned for trim- 
ming budgeted items that cannot be controlled. The law- 
makers slashed $600,000 for utilities and $200,000 for food at 
the county jail. Do these lawmakers have some hidden con- 
trol of what are traditionally escalating food and utility 
prices? Or are they simply acting in a financially irresponsi- 
ble manner? 

Cuts such as those made to utilities and fixed-priced items 
and funding additions in other areas, McNamara believes, 
will result in a $5*7 million deficit by the end of the year. Such 
a deficit would be tragic for the county, since the $100 million 
loan given to the county last year by state officials required 
the county to maintain a balanced budget. 

The penalty for disregarding that stipulation could cost the 
county more than $10 million in interest. 

We're lauding McNamara and the six dissenters on the 
county board - including local Commissioner Milton Mack 
(D- Wayne) - for challenging what appears to be a financial 
disaster plan for Wayne County. We are not hinting that 
McNamara's initial budget was perfect, nor was it immune 
to revision. 

But we are critical of any governmental body that allows 
political nonsense to stand in the way of the day-to-day op- 
eration of government. That is what some county officials 
have done by needlessly delaying the budget process and 
using the 11th hour to sneak their feeble plans into place. 

We're giving the county board an “F” for their actions on 
the 1989 county budget. The commissioners must learn from 
their mistakes and do their homework in a timely, efficient 
and effective manner next year. 

Clearly, the “budget blues ' is a song Wayne County resi- 
dents hate to see on the top-10 list. 

Withdrawal not wise 

Two member communities of the Peoples Community 
Hospital Authority are withdrawing from the now- 
reorganized hospital authority. Such a move is not a wise 
one. 

The PCHA has been restructured from a public entity into 
a private, nonprofit organization* Before the restructuring is 
finalized, however, each of the 24 member communities has 
the chance to withdraw from the organization. 

The PCHA, in a practical sense, is now defunct. However, 
if the five PCHA hospitals - including Annapolis, in Wayne, 
and Beyer Memorial, in Ypsilanti - are ever sold, the assets 
will be transferred from the private agency to the old PCHA 
group. 

Therefore, local membership in PCHA is a security blank- 
et for residents who have supported the hospital authority.

Western Wayne residents 
want it all — at all costs

Residents In western Wayne County may not have been bom 
with a silver spoon in their mouths, but, when it comes to leading 
a rich life, they 1 re no slouches 

In terms of effective buying income, also known as EBI, the 
Metro Detroit area ranks seventh in the nation, boasting a total 
annual EBI of $61 million. Effective buying income is all person- 
al income available after taxes, 

Detroiters spend $29.4 million annually in retail sales, accord- 
ing to Sales and Marketing Management 1988 Survey of Buying 
Power . 

Detroit ranks third in the nation in terms of suburban popula- 
tion (3 million), a fact spelling potential profits for retailers in 
western Wayne County. 

The Hudson's department store in Westland Center is current- 
ly showing the most growth of any Hudson’s in the state, except 
for the Novi store, according to Lee Cote, general store manager 
in Westland, 

Cote attributes the growth to an aggressive marketing 
strategy which led to the elimination of the Rainbow department 
in the Westland Hudson's. She also believes there is a true 
mobility on the part of area customers, 

“Our market is expanding,’* Cote said. *‘Gur customers come 
from as far away as West Bloomfield, Ann Arbor. We sense that 
our customer mix is changing, broadening.” 

Housing developments in Plymouth, Northviile, Canton 
Township and West Bloomfield have contributed to the new 
growth, Cote said. 

Leading western Wayne County in population is Westland, 
with 79,228 residents, based on 1980 U.S, Census statistics. Lead- 
ing the area in terms of average household income is Canton 
Township, which boasts an average household income of $42,000, 
according to 1986 figures. Canton is second in the area, in terms 
of population, at 59,164. 

Canton Township also has the highest number of executives 
and professionals, who live in homes with the highest average 
value of $85,507, according to 1980 figures. 

What do these people buy with their money? 

The Detroit area ranks third in the nation when it comes to 
gasoline service-station sales. In the Detroit area, according to 
the latest statistics by Sales and Marketing Management , people 
spent $2.2 million on items available at a gasoline service- 
station.

Living in the fast lane of luxury 
comes with a huge price tag for 
the credit-card touting residents 
in the area. Fur coats, lavish di- 
amonds, posh cars and exotic 
vacations. They are all on the 
wish list of area residents this 
year. 

They all are available locally - 
for those who have the means. 

We took a shopping trip 
through the area last week to see 
just which amenities we could 
find that would fit the lifestyles of 
the “rich and famous” of western 
Wayne County. Not surprisingly, 
we found a long list of stores 
which cater to the “new rich," 

If you are looking yourself, 
here’s where to do so. 

Furs are forever 

Nothing is quite as luxurious as 
a fur coat 

Furs are, perhaps, the epitome 
of elegance and wealth.

The most incredible of all furs 
are Russian sable and Russian 
lynx, according to Larry Christ- 
off, co-owner of Onyx Furs, in 
Plymouth.

The "more common” rich 
folks, however, also have a wide 
variety of elegant furs from 
which to choose. 

Mink is a best-seller, according 
to Christoff, Beaver and fox also 
sell well. 

Fur jackets outsell the full- 
length variety because of adapta- 
bility 

“The prices of furs have come 
down, so more people can afford 


them,” Christoff said. “A fur is 
something that will make a 
woman feel like a million dollars, 
but it is practical, too. She will 
wear it for many years, and it will 
keep her warm. 

Christoff, a descendent of a 
long line of furriers, has factories 
in West Germany and Canada. 

While furs make wonderful 
gifts for women, Christoff is 
seeing more women come in to 
buy furs for themselves. Now 
that women have secured their 
place in big business, it seems 
they are more willing to be extra- 
vagant with themselves, he said.

As Detroit is the automobile 
capital of the U,S, , it is difficult to 
pass up luxury cars when discus- 
sing means of exhibiting wealth. 

Luxury cars brings to mind

John Schott, sales manager at 
Don Massey Cadillac, in Ply- 
mouth, said business is as busy as 
ever at the dealership.

BE SMART! 
EXERCISE YOUR 
WAY TO A 

HEALTHIER HEART

Medical research shows that people 
who don't exercise are at an increased 
risk for heart attack. 

Cigarette smoking, high blood 
pressure, high cholesterol, obesity, and a 
family history of heart attacks at young 
ages tremendously compound the risk 
of having a heart attack or of sudden 
death. 

Although we can't change our heredity, 
we can stop smoking, treat high blood 
pressure, lose weight, lower cholesterol, 
and get off our seats and exercise 

By exercising, we not only reduce our 
risk of heari attacks, but we can 
favorably infl uence cholesterol levels and 
blood pressure without the use of pills. 

ARE YOU READY TO EXERCISE? 

If you're over 35 years old, a medical 
examination by your doctor, which may 
include a stress test, should be the first 
step. Even persons with heart disease 
can and should exercise. However, it's 
recommended that they proceed with 
greater caution and closer monitoring 
by their doctor. 

Begin with a warm-up phase 
including stretching and bending. Then

to improve your physical fitness and 
heart functioning, a minimum of 
continuous activity for 20 minutes at 
least three times a week is needed. 


MAKE IT FUN 

Choose an activity that's enjoyable. It 
doesn't have to be a marathon. In fact, 
just vigorous walking has been found to 
lower the number of heart attacks. 
“Mall walking" in large, enclosed 
shopping centers is very popular, 
especially among older adults. 

Jogging, running, bicycling, rowing, 
cross-country skiing, and swimming are 
other excellent forms of heart smart 
exercises. 

For those who need more competition 
to maintain interest, racquetball, tennis, 
and squash (singles only) are good choices. 

COOL DOWN SLOWLY 

After the vigorous workout, a cool- 
down period of at least five minutes is 
vital, h will keep your heart from 
overracing, which can be dangerous. 

A workout should not be performed 
sooner than one hour after a meal, and 
it is wise to avoid exercising in extreme 
temperatures, either hot or cold.

Chocolate cherry 
squares 

1 cup unsifted all-purpose 
flour 

1/3 cup butter or margarine 
1/2 cup packed light-brown 
sugar 

1/2 cup chopped nuts 
Riling 

Maraschino or candied cherry 
halves 

Combine flour, butter and 
brown sugar in large mixer bowl. 
Blend on low speed to form fine 
crumbs, about two to three mi- 
nutes. Stir in nuts. Reserve 3/4 
cup crumb mixture for topping.

Secret to success 
is in the patience

Along with spiced eggnog, mistletoe 
and gingerbread houses, fruitcake is 
considered a holiday standard. 

Fruitcakes are often given as rich, col- 
orful, Christmas gifts and tend to inspire 
creative touches by their creators. 

Andy Saveski, a baker for Crystal Bakery, in 
Canton Township, said a successful fruitcake re- 
quires a great deal of time and effort. Recipes often 
call for a lengthy list of ingredients. The cake must 
usually be baked at a low temperature - between 
200 and 250 degrees - for approximately two hours. 

In addition, fruitcakes tend to dry out easily, 
Saveski said. 

‘'You have to watch them carefully/ 1 he said. 

It's a very delicate process/ 1 

Saveski, who has been working in his family bak- 
ery for approximately 13 years, recommends bak- 
ing the fruitcakes with a small amount of w ater in 
the oven to prevent drying. 

The baker added that the effort put into a fruit- 
cake can make the difference in taste. Many peo- 
ple, Saveski said, are turned off by fruitcakes be- 
cause their first sample had a heavy taste or was 
too dry. Fresh, fine fruits, along with brandy or 
bourbon, help produce a more desirable flavor, 
Saveski said. 

Another part of fruitcake appeal is in the appear- 
ance, Saveski said. A light cake showing off a 
bright contrast of candied fruit is especially temp- 
ting to a fruitcake fan. 

Deborah Chamulak, of Canton Township, agreed 
that many fruitcake recipes are challenging. She 
has made a number of fruitcakes for her family but 
has moved away from more traditional recipes, to 
suit relatives' tastes. 

Chamulak, who was the second-place winner in 
The Associated Newspapers Holiday Cookbook 
contest for 1988, said one of the challenges of fruit- 
cake is keeping the cake from sticking to the pan, 
Chamulak recommends lining loaf pans with 
greased wax paper. 

Most fruitcakes need one-half hour to 45 minutes 
to cool before they can be removed from the pan 

Fruitcake tends to evoke strong reactions among 
most people, Chamulak admitted, 

“I have people who love them and people who 
hate them in my own family/ 1 she said. 

Dislike for fruitcake may not stem from the 
actual cake but the types of ingredients used, Cha- 
mulak continued. 

“Some people don’t like candied fruit or citron/' 
she said. 

Chamulak compensates by using more popular 
ingredients, such as pecans and raisins. 

As for a preference for light or dark cakes, Cha- 
mulak believes it is a matter of taste. But, she said, 
more dark fruitcakes can be found in the Southern 
states and the lighter cakes in this region. 


For some, fruitcake is simply an acquired taste, 
Chamulak continued. ‘Tt’s an adult dessert/ 1 

“You can have it in very tiny pieces, because it’s 
so rich, and not feel guilty/ 1 

, A number of time-tested recipes follow. The first 
is from Chamulak, The recipe, she said, is simpler 
than most instructions for fruitcakes and produces 
a soft, attractive dessert.

Remove from pan and pour remaining 
bourbon on cake. Cake may be served immediately 
or w r rapped in wax paper and frozen for a gift.
